The New York World is photographing
Teriiigsece since Lhe surrender. The
reader familiar with the history of the
last two or three years-will readily re-
cognize the truthfulness of the picturo
from the few glimpses furnished below :

A month or two prior to the surrender
in 1863, under Lthe abspices of this military
government, & convention of {lie people
was called to re-organize civil govern-
ment ; and under an amended constitu-
tion—the chicet of the new features being
tHe. formal abolition and prohibitioh of
slavery—the people elected a Governor
and Legislatare.  Simultancous with the
inauguration of this government was the
snrrender at Appomattox Court HBnse,
and in the counrse of a few weeks, the citi-
zens of the State who had been absent in
the rebel armies, and in other ways had
become participantsin the act of rebellion,
returned. The men composing this new
government were for the most purt ob-
scure and illiterate, filled in many instan-
ces with the bad passions engendered by
four years of neighborhood strife, and
some of them rare types of villany during
the war.. Of its head, nothing need be
mentioned but his name—Brownlow. It
is the synonym of personal and political
infumy; The wretch, before the war, was
notoriousas a political slangwhanger, who
disgraced the pulpit from which he pro-
fessed to tedth, There was not a decent
man in the cburch, or political party to
‘which he was attached, that did not know
biin fof a lotv-minded, impudent charla-
tan. He was then bavely tolerated; but
he was the filthiest of the scam that rose
to the surface in the civil war, The posi-
tion he has attained seems to have inten-

‘sified all the meaner and more malignant

qualities of his nature. It is very severe,
but it is really almost just to say that the
large majority of the Legislature were
fit associates and instruments of this mis-
erable creature’s ambition ; and: the citi-
zens of Tennessee (Union men and rebels
alike) have been misgcverned by this
scoundrel and his faction ever since. Un-
der them, speculation of the public funds
have rivalled robbery of the people by
taxation; until the State is on the verge
of binkruptey, and the péople are impov-
erished and enervated by despair at the
wretchedness in which they wallow.—

.(Good men have been proscribed from of-

fice, tyrannically thrust out, if by chance
they were in, cfietually excluded by a
trunchise law which intends to permit
none but the myrmidons and fotainers of
this oligarchy of both colors tu vote.—
Felons of the blackest dye huve been pur-
doned, and crime cpenly advised and pa
tronized by -official proclamations. - This
faction utterly destitute of politicul prin-
ciples, perhaps too lgriorint to compre-

The Execution of Santa Anna.
The New York Zimes assumes that the

reported exceution of Gen. Santa Anna is

true, and suys: . ;

It is but u few weeks since Santa Anna
left this city in a very mysterious manner
to raise the flag of his own ambition upon
the soil on which he has been such a
prominent actor during the last half cen-
tury. He had resided in Lhis vicinity
since lust sunumer, liaving taken up his
residence here ag g more advantageous
pluce for his uperitions than gt: Thomas,
where be had lived és an exile for the
wreater part of the time since his dusvn-
full from powei' twelve yearsago.  As our
rewlers know, his landing at Vera Croz
lust month was prevented partly through
the inte: ference of the American naval of-

pussenger having lefe that part of the
coust in despair, was overtaken by a Mex-
icittr eruiser near the coast ot Yueutan,
and he was landed at the port ol Sisal,
where; as we- fearn, he wus speedily exe-
cuted, Goubtless by orders. special or gen-
eral, thut had been issued by the Govern-
nient ol Juarez.

Tho ecagerncss of Santa Anna to get
back to Mexico has been even grealer
during the last fow months ‘than it was
during the palmy days of Maximillan's
empire. [t was ostensibly to uphold the
empire that he attempted to get to Veid
Cruz three years ago; and it was osten:
sibly to uphold the Republic that he at-
tempted to reach the samo point now:
But what he getually soughtin both cases
was merely the opportunity to gratify
his own ambition by placing himselt’ in a
position where he might seize tho veins of
power in one of the upheavals which are
forever repealing themselves in Mexico.
He was actuated by no such motives as
moved Maximilian when bhe estublished
himself in Mexico; he was laboring under
no such delusions us overcame that anfor-
tunute prince; he was the victim of no
such circumstances as led the Austrian
first to & throne und then to & prison-and
death, He knew the character of the

Mexican people. und their condition and
their institutions, und no man had a bqtr
ter opportunity of knowing their will

ficer; and the vessel in which be wasa|q

and their purposes. He knew thut the
Juarcz Government, which .is now enjoy-
ing the bloody revel of a Mexican triumph,
regarded him asan enemy, for he had
been directly ivarned of the filet; and he
knew that he was repudiated by the
Mexican people of both parties, for all his
attempts to curty fivor with them had
resulted only in rebuffs and insults. He
went td Mexico fully aware of his chances
of meeting the reception which he actual-
ly got, and perfectly conscious that he
was inviting the fate which he has suf-
tered. He has gone the wayto which he
himself has condemned many of his oppo-
nents; and to which dovbtless many of
his exscutioners will, in their turn, be
subjected by successful rivals. In his
death, MeXico has lost a dangerous man,
and the fact might be matter of congrata-
lation to her, avere her soil not still
swarming with others of precisely the
gafe character,

Letter from Gen. Sickles.

The annexed letter upon the subject of
reconstruction, and urging & general am-
nesty, is addressed to Senator TRUMBULL,
chairman of the Senate Judiciary Com-
mittee. We copy from the -Charleeton
News :

My Deir Sir: I have decided not to
begin registration in tbis District, until
Congress determines who shall e regis-
tered. I trust, therefove, that it will be
the pleasure of Congress to extend the
time for-the completion of my registra-
tration, until—say, October or November.
II I proceed now, and disregard the wish-
es of the President; my action would be
rega ded as insubordination ; if I follow
his intimations, many would probably be
registered not eligible according tu the
true interpretation of the 4gts of Cou-
gress: ¥ e _

If it is meant that all #who bave held
any officc—Federal, State, or municipal—
having taken an oath of office to support
the Conatitution of the United States,
and atterwards engaged in rebellion, or
given aid and comfort, etc., are disfran-
chised, this should be expressly declared,
otherwise, if left to constraction, it muy
be held that ne other officers are included
than those classes enumerated in  Article
VI of the Constitution, and that aven as
to these, # full pardon removes the dis-
qualification.

It it is meant to exclude lawyers, they
shoiild be expressly mentioned. or eise de-
scribed by some classification ; as for ex-
ample, after the word “office,” add -Ii-
censed calling or employment or profes-
sion.” Otherwise, if the eligibility of
lawyers be left to construction, it may be
held that & Jawyer is not a public officer,
although a functionary of a court or oth-
er judiciul body.
~ The truth is, we have f1ow in operation
two distincl systems of reconstruction,
originated by Congress, and eugrafted
npon ths President’s plan of reconstrac-
tion, The first Congressional plun is ex-
pressed in the Howard Constitational
Amendment; leaving sufifage to be regu-
lated by the several States, and imposing
upon certain clusses of persons disqualiti-
cation for office, a8 a punishment for re-
‘bellion and as a safeguard for the future.
That plan having been refused by the
rebel States, Congress passed the Recon-
struction Acts, which- form a second
gcheme of reconstruction, entirely distinct
in principle and plan from the former. In
‘the second plan, Congress assumes con-
trol of the question of suffrage, which is
‘extended to all' who can take a prescribed
oath, and also enforces the disquulification
for office, which would have been the pe-
nal and conservative featuro of the first
plan. Now, it seems to me that the trae
conservative gnarantee aguninst reaction
is in the addition made to the loyal vote
by the enfranchisement of the colored
poople. That being dome; the oeension
for the disgualification clause cCeuscs.
Hence, the true solution, I believe, is to
declare, with universal suffrage, a general
amnesty —naming the exceptions. A
more liberal amnesty is, in my judgment,
essentinl to the success of the Cougres-
sional plan of reconstruction. It will en-
lavge the iafige of populuf choice for the
impottaiit jadivial, executive, and legisla-
tive depirtiments of the State govern-
ments, otlierwise inconvehiently confined
to classes very few of whom are fit to hold
office. The people can surely be entitled
to judge and select from those who took
art in the rebellion, the men at once
ualified ‘and sincere in their adbesion to
the fiow ofider of things. Such men, be-
ing eligible to office, will have motives to
identily themselves with reconstruction,
and to support the views of the majority.
Now, more than eyet; ek of ability and
experience in public business are needed
for the State governments in the Senth ;
and it is traly unfortinaie that at such a
moment, nextly all who know anything
of public affairs; and especiully those who
coutd fill judicial stations, are disfran-
vhised. This exposes the experiment of
rencral suffrage 1o needless hazards. f
the experiment fuil, it is most likely to
fieil from the inability of the people to put
in office those who could add would as-
sure snceess. It would huve been advan-
Lugeous, perhaps, to have removed many
disaffocted persons, especially Judges,
Sheriffs and Magistrates, in the execution
of the Sixth Scetion of tire Act of 2nd
Mureh, if competent successors could have
béen foind among those who nre eligible
to office. Aud I would regard the posses-
sion now of a wider field of choice 10T
¢ivil officers, as une of the most cffective
instruments in the excecution ot the mili-
Lary. authority conlerred upon the Dis-
trict Commaunders. As it is, I find my-
sell’ prevented, s will the peopl
i by, from soeuring for the pu lic serv
- men.of aptitude and character, whose re-
pentance is as certain as the devotion of
| the most consistent loyalist.

iscellaneons Leading.

An Eloguent Address.

On Wednesday evening, 27th ult., Hon.
Jamges T. Brapy delivered the following
beantiful address at the Academy of Mu-
sic, New York, during an entertainment
for the benefit of the destitute in the
South; given tnder the auspices of the
Masonic fraternity of that city. The
programme consisted of -music by distin-
guished artists, in conneetion with this
address, which we find in the last number
of the National Freemason :

LaDIES AND GENTLEMEN : Such is the
ordinary language of courtesy when 2
speaker presents himsclf before a mixed
assemblage on public oceasions; and hav-
ing now dismissed that phrase, permit me
to address the gentlemen present by an
application more endearing, and which in
its present connection falls from my lips
for the first time in my life, *Brother Ma-
sons.” And I must say, so far. as the
gratification of a mere personal feeling is
concerned, I wish I could add sbmething
more beautiful and gracetul, and say “Sis-
ter Masons.” (Applanse.) I have been
informed by gentleinén connected with
this inost venerable and honored institu-
tiun that it has not for ever been divested
of this grace in its organization. Two
women have at least in its history adorn-
ed it by being admitted as members. One;
Lady Walworth, the duughter of Lord
Doneraile, at whose father’s house in
Dublin a mecting of Masons was held, of
which Order he was a member: There
had been some repairs done to the house,
and a little unfinished space was left; to
which the ingenuity of woman might be
applied with the aid of that familier imple-
ment, a scissors—(applause)—with which
she managed to makea littlehole through
which she conld get a limited view of the
cercmonies. Hhe was, however, detected.,
It has never been known up to this time
what prompted the act, though some
slunderous historian suggested 1t might
be curiosily. (Laughter) But no rea-
sonuble person will say there was any
warrant for that. (Continued laughter.)
But she did make the examination, and
us it was nok absolutely necessary to take
her life, shith no Mason could possibly
do, she was admitted to the Order, and
from thenceforth with ber apron, a very
appropriate garment, she went through
the city devoling herself to the education
of the young orphans of her native city.
The next woman admitted to the Order
was Madame Kirkeneau, a distinguished
French woman, who excited the sitire
and provoked the sneers of the famous
eritic Voltaire, who taunted and reproach-
ed her with having connected herself with
this institution. She answered him by
saying of the institution “that she loved
it betause it demonstrates the beauty of
doing good.” In a beautiful piece by the
dramatist, in one of whose temples we
now stand, in that beautiful play of Shy-
lock, he introduces to us tho great advo-
cate, who figures in one of his passages
second to none in eloquence, persuasion
and power.
